Hewitt was located later in his 


Hempstead home and with a glow 
of pride told newsmen the sub- 
jects he taught—the quantum field 
theory, functions of a complex 
variable, etc.

porters, "but with a wife and three 
children to support, how can I get 
the education." 


On other subjects — his back-

He readily confirmed the news 


from Durham, N. H., where offi- 
cials revealed that for a year he 
had been capably teaching as Dr.

The details from Durham were 


supplemented by information sup- 
plied by Robert F. Chandler Jr., 
university president in Chicago 
attending the National Conference 
on Higher Education.

"actually was very satisfactory" 
and added: 


"He was undoubtedly a brilliant

he was frustrated by a father who 
did not believe in a college educa- 
tion.

Chairman Aiken (R-Vt) of 
the senate agriculture com- 
mittee, said today congress 
will have to adopt the Eisen- 
hower farm program as a 
whole or lose the, value of it. 


Aiken, a strong supporter of the 


program, hit out in an interview 
at any major modification of the 
program based on criticism of 
some features of it by individual 
members of congress. He said: 


"Success of this program' de- 


pends upon adopting all of it. 


"Nearly everybody can find some 


part or parts of it he likes." For 
two days this week Aiken has been 
acting as sort of a referee for 
Agriculture department 
officials 


and critical senators in a running 
dispute about new and old farm 
programs. 


Main controversies center around 


proposals to shift government price 
supports to a flexible and lower 
level and to "4Mt askte" 2^*MM0it- 
dollars worth of farm surpluses, 
or about half those now in govern* 
ment hands. 


The set aside would be a guar- 


antee by the government that the 
goods would never be moved in 
ordinary trade channels. Accord- 
ingly, they would not be counted 
as part of surpluses when the pro- 
posed new flexible supports, based 
on amount of various farm prod- 
ucts available, were 
computed. 


This procedure presumably would 
make a transition to a flexible 
system less abrupt, 


Late Friday Aiken criticized peo- 


ple in government, Including mem- 
bers of congress, "who believe in 
a permanent system of govern- 
ment controls." 


President Eisenhower and Secre- 


tary of Agriculture Benson have 
said their new program would 
mean far less government controls 
over what the farmer plants and 
markets. 


"I'm sorry to say it but I believe 


that those who favor controls are 
gaining," Aiken said. "They have 
almost gained control of one of our 
major political parties."

The heaviest snow in years fell along the Gulf of Mexico today. 
The wintry blast piled up a four-inch snow blanket in Mobile, Ala. 


heaviest in 50 years. The heaviest snow fall since 1944 was reported 
in Biloxi, Miss., and Crestview, Niceville, Pensacola and Fort Walton, 
Fla. 


Delighted youngsters and some 


adults rushed out to view the large 
powdery snowflakes that fell along 
the white sands of the beaches and 
filtered down through azaleas and 
camellias blooming in profusion. 


Turns to Snow 


A rainstorm turned to snow 


along the Gulf Coast during the 
early morning hours. Tempera- 
tures were a little above freezing, 
but the fall was heavy enough to 
pile up on the ground before it 
melted. 


Cold weather blanketed much of 


the nation. Three more deaths 
were blamed on the snow in Cleve- 
land, bringing the storm death toll 
there since Sunday to 24. The city 
was covered by 20.8 inches of snow 
and many of the deaths were 
caused by overexertion of persons 
clearing away the accumulation. 


Warming Trend 


There was a little warming in 


the Midwest but temperatures were 
near zero in northern sections to- 
day. It also was near zero in north- 
ern New England. Freezing tem- 
peratures prevailed over much of 
the snow-covered areas in the 
northern half of the country and it 
was near freezing in much of the 
Southland. 


Readings were around normal in 


the southwest sections of the Gulf 
Coast region, most of Florida and 
along the Pacific Coast. 


Snow flurries fell in the lower 


Great Lakes region and northern 
New England early today.

here, said Wolf—arrested at his 
home in Telford, a borough of 
2,500 residents admitted in a signed 
statement he had taken the mon- 
ey, in amounts varying from $100 
to $2,000, almost from the time 
he started work at the bank, in 
1919, 
as a clerk. Wolf today is 


vice president and cashier. 


Abbaticchio said Wolf said he 


took the money "for general daily 
living expenses."

If a wood underfloor is warped 


and obviously uneven, put a layer 
of quarter-inch plywood over it, 
nailing the plywood every six inch- 
es. Molding is 
removed 
from 


around the edge of the floor to al- 
low tiles to go flush to the wall. 


How to start laying the squares 


so that the pattern will come out 
even, and how to finish at the 
walls sounds complicated to some 
people, but it really is easy if you 
follow the makers' directions. Cen- 
ter of walla are found by measur- 
ing and a chalk line is snapped 
down the middle of the room in 
each direction. From this line a 


few tiles are laid in a dry run to 
see how much space js left for a 
border. 


Adjustments are then made to 


suit, end tiles are scored with an 
awl that comes with the kit and 
snapped to fit, or they can be heat- 
ed and cut to size. Heating and cut- 
ting also fits the hardest tiles 
around pipes. 


No wall is absolutely straight, so 


a certain amount of cutting is al- 
ways necessary.

We Have Lesson to Learn From 


Shooting in Congress 


It was a long moment, on the house floor, before many 


congressmen realized that the Puerto Rican bullets were real 
and that it "could happen here." 


The lawmakers were stunned because up to now this 


country's governing processes have always been free of acts 
of violence. Our political dialogue may grow harsh and bit- 
ter, but somehow it has managed to stop short of the catcall 
the derisive taunt and the fist fight which often mars legis- 
lative debate in such parliaments as Italy's. 


The action of a handful of Puerto Rican fanatics can do 


nothing to advance the cause in which the bullets were alleg- 
edly fired—independence. But perhaps this astonishing event 
can serve a purpose for us. 
a

It can remind us that our public figures and our demo 


cratic processes enjoy no comfortable immunity from the vio- 
lence that frequently afflicts other nations. It can remind 
us to keep our national argument temperate, lest a pressing 
toward rigid extremes produce violence on issues far greater 
than Puerto Rico's future. 


By this we do not mean to belittle the cause of Puerto 


Rican independence. But, in truth, that was not at stake 
in the shocking incident in the house. President Eisenhower 
has offered the island its independence, yet the Puerto Rican 
legislature has turned it down.

More than four-fifths of the island's people prefer to 


continue, at least for a while, Puerto Rico's present status 
as a self-governing commonwealth under U. S. tutelage. As 
leading islanders make clear, their present need is not more 
freedom but more jobs to lift them to improved economic 
status. 
There seems to be evidence that the fanatical attack on 


congress was Communist-inspired, with the aim of embar- 
rassing American diplomats meeting in Latin American con- 
ference at Caracas. 


But the real story of U. S. generosity toward Puerto 


Rico's political and economic goals is too well known for such 
a transparent, though potentially tragic tactic to fool any- 
one. 
Senate Must Exorcise Irresponsibility 


The nation welcomes the news that the senate has at last 


confirmed Chief Justice Earl Warren in his high post. But 
the moderate-minded folk who make up the bulk of our pop- 
ulation are unlikely to forget soon the stain upon the senate's 
performance in this matter. 


For several weeks a senate judiciary subcommittee un 


der Chairman Langer of North Dakota puttered arounc 
while a sizable volume of derogatory mail piled up. Most of 
the nearly 200 letters contained wild, unsubstantiated 
charges tagging Warren with everything from corruption to 
subversion. 


There was very little open testimony and nothing that 


could reasonably be called documentation of these charges. 
They deserved to be quickly dismissed.' Instead, Langer 
spread out this frail tissue of fantasies for public gaze. 


The reaction of Vice President Nixon and many sena- 


tors was sharp and instantaneous in criticism of Langer's 
action. Yet the confirmation which now has followed does 
not constitute an adequate answer. 


What happened to Warren has happened before to lesser 


men. It can happen again, until the senate decides to curb 
the kind of irresponsibility which dignifies a charge—from 
whatever source and however thinly supported.

Books About Lincoln 


By THE REV. NEIL J. CRAWFORD" 


When one cook praises another cook, that's news. 


When one Lincoln scholar says another man's book on 
Lincoln is "the best written and most moving one-volume 
biography of Lincoln ever written," that's headlines. 


Well, that is exactly what Roy P. Basler, one of the 


great Lincoln scholars, said about Benjamin Thomas' 
book which appeared in 1952. Another great scholar, 
Paul M. Angle, wasn't sure that the praise need be lim- 
ited to one-volume lives of Lincoln. But let's keep the 
limitation. That makes it unnecessary to debate the rela- 
tive merits of Thomas and Sandburg. 
Both are great. 


Such high praise for these men is no reflection on earlier 
writers. 
These modern men stand on the old men's 


shoulders. Benjamin Thomas could not have written his 
book without the previous labors of Barton, Beveridge, 
Brooks, Herndon, Sandburg and that great woman, Ida 
Tarbell. 


Mr. Thomas wrote in 1947 a whole book about Lincoln 


biographers. 
It is called "Portrait for Posterity," and 


is a basic book for a small Lincoln library. 


Since Dixon, Illinois, Is the home of many of 


you, 
I want to give special attention to a distin- 


guished Lincoln writer who once lived here. He 
was associated with The Dlxon Telegraph between 
the years 1855 and 1858, some three or four years. 
Before that he had studied in the public schools 
of Castine, Maine, until he was 18, or until 1848, 
•» 


when he went to Boston to study landscape paint- 
ing. At 21 he decided he could write better than 
he could paint, and began a career as a writer of 
juvenile*, short stories, and magazine article*. 
He nerved on the staff of The Boston Atlas before 
coming west in 1855 to enter a business partner- 
ship with his friend, John G. Brooks, in Dixon. 


In Dixon he met Abraham Lincoln and became his 


close friend. 
In fact, Noah Brooks had been invited to 


accompany Lincoln to Ford's Theatre the night of the 
assassination, and was prevented from attending by a 
•heavy cold. 


It is interesting to speculate on the differences in, 


history that bad cold made. Lincoln had already invited 
Brooks to succeed John Nicolay as private secretary at 
the White House. 
The gun of John Wilkes Booth can- 


celled the appointment. 


During his association with The Dixon Tele- 


graph, Mr. Brooks covered the great Lincoln 
meeting in Ogle county. Here is his description 
of the occasion: 


"At one of these great assemblies in Ogle County to 


which people came on horseback, in farm wagons, or 
afoot, from far and near, there were several speakers of 
local celebrity. 
Dr. Egan, of •Chicago, famous for his 


racy stories, was one; and Joe Knox, of Bureau County, 
a stump speaker of renoun, was another attraction. Sev- 
eral others were 'on the bills', for the long advertised 
Fremont and Dayton rally', among them being a Spring* 
field lawyer, who had won some reputation as a shrewd, 
close reasoner. and a capital speaker on the stump. This 
was Abraham Lincoln, popularly known as 'Honest Abe 
Lincoln.' In those days he was not so famous in our part 
of the state as the two speakers whom I have named. 


Possibly he was not so popular among the masses of the 
people, but his ready wit, his unfailing good humor, and 
his candor which gave him his character for honesty, 
won for him the admiration and respect of all who heard 
him. I remember once meeting a choleric old Democrat 
striding away from an open-air meeting where Lincoln 
was 'speaking, striking the earth with his cane as he 
stumped along, and exclaiming, 'He's a dangerous man, 
sir! 
A d—d dangerous man? 
He makes you believe 


what 
he 
says, 
in 


spite of yourself.' It 
was Lincoln's man- 
ner. 
He 
admitted 


away his whole case, 
apparently, and yet, 
as his political oppo- 
nents complained, he 
usually carried con- 
viction with him. As 
he reasoned with his 
audience, he bent his 
long form over the 
railing of the plat- 
form, stooping lower 
and lower as he pur- 
sued his argument, 
until, having reached 
his point, he clinched 
it, 
usually

question, and then suddenly sprang upright, reminding 
one of the springing open of a jack-knife blade. At the 
Ogle County meeting to which I refer, Lincoln led off, 
the raciest speakers being reserved for the latter part of 
the political entertainment. I am bound to say that Lin- 
coln did not awaken the boisterous applause which some 
of those who followed him did, but his speech made a 
more lasting impression. It was talked about for weeks 
afterward in the neighborhood, and it probably changed 
many votes; for that was the time when Free-soil votes 
were being made in Northern Illinois." 


According to Franrin F. Browne, this wan th« 


day that Brooks met Lincoln. They spontaneously 
liked each other. Mr. Brooks says. "We crawled 
under the pendulous branches of a tree, and, Lin- 
coln lying flat on the ground, with chin In his 
hands, talked on" about the prospects of Fre- 
mont's election. 
The two men met frequently 


during '5«, '57 and '58. 


Then Brooks moved tojKansas and later to California 


where he joined with Benjamin P. Avery in publishing 
The Daily Appeal in Marysville, Calif. During this time 
he contributed to The Overland Monthly and became a 
friend of the editor, Brete Harte. 


In 1862 The Sacramento Union sent him East as its 


Washington correspondent. Abraham Lincoln immediately 
invited him to the White House. He was with Lincoln 
when he received the heartbreaking news of Hooker's 
defeat at Chancellorsville. He saw the President's face 
turn the color of the gray wallpaper behind him. He 
saw him pace up and down and heard him groan, "My 
God! My God! What will the country say? What will the 
country say?" 


He was with Lincoln when he refused to read the 


Wade-Davis Manifesto, the most vicious attack ever made 
upon him by his own party. He turned to Brooks and 
said, "To be wounded in the house of one's friends is 
perhaps the most grievous afflication that can befall a 
man." 


Brooks went to the 1864 Democratic convention in the 


Wigwam, Chicago, at Lincoln's express desire to keep him 
informed of developments. 
He was with the President 


on election day to share his anxiety concerning the out- 
come. The night of the election he held the candles while 
Lincoln read a speech to the crowd that had gathered at 
the White House. 


tt waa Noah Brooks who exposed a crooked 


medium who waa preying upon Mrs. Lincoln In the 
time of her deep anguish Just after little Willie's 
death. 
The Charlatan Colchester was trying to 


blackmail Mrs. Lincoln who in her distress sent 
for Brooks, who threatened the man with prison, 
If he did net leave town. The rascal did not leave 
' 


town, but he never came to the White House again. 


No,wonder Lincoln chose this man to succeed Nicolay 


as his private secretary. Perhaps you would like to heai 
a little more from him concerning the beginning of that 
wonderful friendship with Lincoln. 


"Several years be- 


fore the war, while I 
was a resident of Illi- 
nois, I had made the 
acquaintance of Abra- 
ham Lincoln, then re- 
garded as a "rising. 
prairie lawyer,' and 
living in Springfield. 
I had met him at 
political assemblages, 
and he had occasional 
business errands to 
the town of Dixon, 
Lee County, where I 
lived. We formed an 
acquaintance w h i c h 
grew into something 
like 
intimacy, 
al- 


though it should be 
said that Mr. Lincoln 
NOAH BROOKS 


did net have intimate friend", unless we except a very 
few who like Edward D. Baker, were his earliest associ- 
ates and companions."

Home Adviser Attends 
Women's Round Table 


By JUNE PILGRIM 


It was my privilege to again attend the Electrical Women's Round 


Table meeting in Chicago last week. This meeting gives us home ad- 
visers a chance to learn a little more about present day equipment. 
This group of women bring together distinguished speakers who report 
on new things in the electrical world. Some of our speakers this year 
were Kerr Sanders, lighting consultant of the Chicago Lighting insti- 
tute; Carl Jensen, regional engineer of the Westinghouse lamp division; 
Mrs. Lucille Bush, director of consumer education 
of Johnson's Wax; Vivian Overand, home economist 
with the Admiral Corporation, and Mrs. Julia Kiene 
of Westinghouse. 


Mrs. Bush spoke on housecleaning with less ef- 


fort. She told us that there are more than 52% mil- 
lion children under 18 in this country. That means 
around 100 million extra active feet of assorted sizes 
that track in mud and dirt. Also this means some- 
thing like one-half billion busy, stidky fingers that 
can mark up a refrigerator every day.

The discussion began with floors, with the prob-

lems of the kitchen floor coming first. Mrs. Bush said wax properly 
used was one way to keep this area clean for a longer period of time. 
It beautifies, protects and gives a hard, dry surface that' can be kept 
clean for weeks by dusting or damp-mopping. Dirt stays on* the sur- 
face rather than being ground into the flooring. Even our vinyl plastic 
floor covering will clean and wear better if waxed. Abrasive actions 
of traffic result in tiny scratches which make the floor shabby after a 
time and this slightly roughened surface allows dirt to stick. 


It is most important that Uie 


homemaker 
know 
her 
waxes. 


Theie are two general types on the 
market — polishing and self-polish- 
ing. The polishing wax comes in 
two forms — paste and liquid. All 
polishing waxes cq/itain a solvent 
(like naptha) in their base which 
keeps the wax soft and spreadable. 
Liquid polishing wax merely has 
more solvent in it, thus it does a 
tine cleaning job on a floor. The 
naphtha dry cleans the floor, just 
like naphtha dry cleans a fabric. 


However, because of the solvent 


present in polishing waxes, it is 
most important not to use them 
on asphalt, vinyl linoleum, or rub- 
ber floorings. The solvents dissolve 
and giadually destioy these mater- 
ials. Instead use the 
polishing 


waxes on wood floors and unsealed 
cork. 


Self-polishing wax is merely wax 


fcomogenized in a water carrying 
fcase — there is no solvent present. 
Thfs wax is the type that must be 
used on vinyl, rubber and asphalt 
flooring. It is best not to use it on 
vvoin \vood floors, since the water 
carrying: base soaks into wood and 
raises the grain. 


The daily care of a hard surface 


floor is quick and easy if you keep 
it waxed to prevent dirt fiom stick- 
ing. Always ii'.e a dry dust mop 
— never one that has been treated 
with oil. Oil softens wax, makes it 
smeary; oil also leaves a film that 
traps dust and makes extra work. 
A vacuum cleaner (tank type) is 
also of Uemcndous help in remov- 
ing loose dirt. After a good vacuum- 
Ing, a waxed floor is about as clean 
and sanitary as if it had been 
scrubbed.

Alterations to 
Suit Jackets 
Are Difficult 


Don't buy a suit with a jacket 


hat doesn't fit, even if it seems a 
bargain. The pieces of many jack- 
its are cut and shaped in such a 
way that they are difficult to alter. 


Fern Carl^ clothing specialist of 


the University of Illinois, suggests 
that when you try on a suit you 
make sure the jacket is not too 
arge or too small, that the shoul- 
ders are not too wide or too heavy 
and that the waistline is where it 
should be. 


If there is a. seam line at the 


waist, as in a jacket with a pep- 
um, the jacket can sometimes be 
altered at this point. In most other 
cashes, however, altering is so often 
unsuccessful that it won't pay you 
to buy. 


If the jacket of the suit you like 


fits, but the skirt doesn't, it may 
be all right to buy. The skirt may 
be easier to alter because skirts 
are usually cut along simple lines. 
Miss Carl suggests that you test 
the fit of a skirt by walking in it 
and by sitting down to see whether 
it is comfortable. If it is too snug, 
it will tend to pull up when you sit 
down and neither look well nor feel 
comfortable.

Hoffman mentioned lagging auto 


sales as an index. He discussed 
the nation's economic state of mind 
Friday in announcing that the Ad- 
vertising Council will open April 1 
a national campaign designed to 
neutralize recession talk by play- 
ing up the prospects of economic 
growth. Hoffman is chairman of 
the council's public policy com- 
mittee. 


New Layoffs 


As Hoffman spoke out, there 


were new reports of layoffs in the

Railroad. But two' auto makers, 
Chrysler and Hudson, issued back 
to work calls for employes they 
had laid off because of dropping 
car sales.

The end came hard for the Dixon Dukes who had waged 


In uphill battle for three and a half periods only to lose out 
In an overtime, 82*75, to Sterling in the final game of the 
Dixon regional tournament. 


For the third time, the Dukes found themselves in a 


tournament championship game. For the third time, a case 
of the jitters proved disastrous in the first quarter. 
Sterling got away to a 20-14 first 


period lead and the Dukes had to 
to all out to catch up in the final 
period. They went ahead by six 
points, 63-57, with 2:55 minute* re- 
maining, but Jim Collins, steady 
Dixon guard, had fouled out and

37 Points For Olson

but missed the free throw. Dixon 
took the ball out of bounds but lost 
It.

In the overtime, Sterling moved 


out to a lead after Gehlsen had 
scored on a drive-in and Olson had 
knotted the count with a pair of 
free throws. A free throw by Jim 
Eshleman and a drive in shot by 
Gehlsen gave Sterling a three point 
margin and the Dukes never could 
get closer than two points after 
that-. 


Sterling took a 20-14 lead in the 


first quarter as Ron Newell hit 
three straight shot from the cor- 
ner and later added three more in 
the second period. Carrillo joined 
Newell with good shooting in the 
opening stanza, getting eight points. 


Tied In Third 


In the second quarter. Dixon 


kept closing the gap and then fall- 
ing behind before finally trailing, 
31-35 at halftone.

NEW YORK (&)—It took 


Paddy DeMarco nine years of 
fighting to learn self-control, 
but when he did it brought 
him the world lightweight 
championship.

the title Friday night by decisively 
outpointing Jimmy Carter in 15 
rugged rounds at Madison Square 
Garden.
